Indians—Wedding Delayed by Storm- 


In the Days of the Conestoga.

tbe wedding of Mr. and Mrs. Charle

Charles K. Hillegass, of Reading 


son of Jacob aud Hannab Hille 
gass, was lorn and reared in Mont 
^ornery county and is a lineal de 
seen dant of John Frederick Hillegass 
an unc''e of Michael Hillegass, firs 
trca.nrer of the U. S , and one of thi 
Huguenots from the Palatinate on the 
Rhine who landed in this country on tin 
Will iam and Sar»h in 1737 S jme of hir 
tncestors were among the first settlers 
n tho beautiful G:shenhorpen 
of Montgomery county and many o: 
their descendants now have homes in 
ilat section. 


"Mrs. Hillegsss, daughter of Hugh 


and May SproBt, was born en Dividing 
Jidge, on the Wheeling turnpike, S;m- 
irset ccunty, where her father kept a 
well-knovrn hostelry which wan one of 
he rclsy stations for the stages and 
Conestcgas cf 1h-se days. 
It 
was 


here Mr. and Mrs. Hillegass first met 
n 1853 when the former, with his 
ather, was on his way to West Vir- 
ginia for a dio-c of cattle. 
As the 


rovers in those days traveled alto- 


gether on horseback and went as far 
west as Indiana for their cattle, which 
were driven to eastern Pennsylvania to 
market, tbe opportunities of the conple 
eeing ea?h other were far between. 
"Mrs. Hillegasi' grandfather, John 
tiller, kept one of the best known 
averns on the Pittsbnrg pike, If.cited 
n the summit of the Alleghenies. For 
any years ho had the contract with 
ae government to carry daily mails 
etween Philadelphia and Pittsburg, 
nd ran a line of coaches between 
hese points. Her ancestors include a 
umber of the first settlers of western 
ennsylvania, tbe family history of 


whom ie replete with the 
difficulties 


nd dangers they encountered by hos- 
ile Indians who frequently gave them 
erious trouble. 


In this cocnection these ancestors 


cffared heavily by the depredations of 
he Delaware end Sbawnee Indians, 
•ho, after General Brtddock's defeat, 
i July, 1755, devastated the Conoco- 
heague settlement, Antrim township, 


anklln county. 
It was hera her 


rent grandmother, Mrs. Casper Stat- 
r (nee Rebecca Regina Walter), was 
aptared when a youcg girl, with two 
rothere, one of tbem almost a babe, 
fter their father was killed defending 
lem. 
When Mrs. Walter returned 


'Dm church that Sunday morning she 
mnd her husband dead, ihe children 
one and the house bnrnid. Regina, 
s 6ha was most frequently called af- 
rwitrds stated that the Indians eom- 
elled her to carry her little brother, 
ut after going some distance they got 
red worrjinga'-oat hiai and dashed 
.s head against o, tree aad killed him. 
fter seme time they scalped Regina 
nd were about to kill her also, when 
squaw who had taken a fancy to her 
radition says she was a beant'f ul little 
irl with black eyes) saved her life and 
ept her until she Wai exchanged with 
ther captives, at Carlisle, December 
1, 1764, when she was returned to her 
mother. 


"The family records state after her 
srture she was tsken to the Indian 
illsga at Kittanning, nearly 200 miles 


&y. As the route was over steep 


nd rough mountains, her sufferings 
ust have been fearful, being aggra 
ated by her scalp wound, She was in 
sptiv'ty about seven years and was 
arried to Casper S taller, who was 
ne of the earliest settlers in Somerset 
ounty, and then lived in Shade town 


hip. 
la 1770 they removed to the 


estern slope of the Allegheny monn- 


ain, now Somerset county, where they 
ved until his death, 1798 
The wife 


urvived him until 1826 and is buried 
ot far from Stiystown. Mrs. Hille- 
ass' mother, vtho died in this city, 


May 16, 1901, aged 94 jears, was often 
ailed upcn to narrate th} interesting 
vetts in connection with the early 
ife of her grandmother, Regina, which 
were still fresh in hjr memory at the 
imeof her death. 


WEDDING DELATED BY STOBM. 


;An interesting feature connected 


with the wedd'ng of Mr, and Mrs. Hille- 


ass is th j fact that it was delayed 
0 days after the date of the invitations 
n account of a severe and heavy snow 
torm which blockaded all roads to 
ucb an extent that not a stage coach 
nor mail was able to get through in 
hat time. The wedding took place in 
ie moraipg of February 12, 1856, 
when another snow was falling. 
The 


iridal couple, however, started in a 
leigh for Hollidaysbu g, the nsarest 
ailroad statio i, 50 miles away, suc- 
ceeded in reaching Bedford for dinner, 
,nd after driving through fields and 
over fences, owing to the heavy drifts, 
they finillyreachel Hollidaysburg on 
the second di? and tco'i the train for 
Pailadelphia. 


Immediately a't^r their mtrrigge 


Mr and Mrs. Hillegass moved to Naw 
Buena Vista, Bedford crauty, where 
they kept a general store, although 
Mr. Hillegiss 61111 continued in the 
droving business. Daring the war he 
had a number of contracts with the 
government tj furnish hor;ei, most o: 
which were delivered at Baltimore 
Ia 1866 he decided there were better 
opportunit!es offered in his line o 
business in this section and moved t 
Reading, where he carried on a genera 
live stock business no til his retire 
ment, several years ago.

STiey Once Thought WWte Men to Be 


Submuriitc Monsters. 


There Is a passage In one of the an- 


cient Arab histories to the effect that 
'the white people come from the other 
Bide of the sea." 
Tills statement has 


become so distorted among certain 
tribes of natives of the Sudan that 
they believe that the white men come 
from the bottom of the sea. A wily 
Arab leader ill this district once in- 
formed his followers that they had 
nothing to fear from the white men, 
as they could not live away from the 
water. The fact that a high official 
took his bath daily was further con- 
sidered confirmatory evidence of the 
submarine origin of the white man. 
The Arabs, in order to retain their in- 
fluence over the natives, spread broad- 
cast the report that the white men 
were cannibals. The fact that they did 
not cat black men was explained as 
due to their devilish cunning. They 
wanted to make themselves strong in 
the country before beginning their hor- 
rid practices, but us they could not al- 
together do without tliis kind of food 
they brought human flesh with them In 
cans. In west Africa a French expedi- 
tion had the unfortunate experience of 
finding a portion of a human finger- 
cut off, no doubt, by .some accident—in 
a can of meat.
